THE ITU CELEBRATES 2022 WORLD AMATEUR RADIO DAY 


In recognition of World Amateur Radio Day, held on 18 April, the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU) published articles and social media posts 
highlighting various facets of amateur radio. This included an ITU News 
interview with Philipp Springer, DK6SP, Chairman of the IARU Region 1 
Youth Working Group and the article "How to become a radio *ham’ in the 
digital era,” by Nick Sinanis, SV3SJ, ITU Study Group Advisor and head of 
the ITU radio station, 4U1ITU. Philipp Springer is also featured in an ITU 
video on YouTube. In his article, Nick Sinanis explained that “ITU plays a 
key role in amateur radio by overseeing the standardization and regulatory 
processes of the radiocommunication sector (ITU-R), with special emphasis on 
its utility in emergency communications.”

Read the definition of a single operator 
in the General Rules in the 2022 Blue Book.
